HEATHER BANSLEY 


eather was born on September 13th, 1987 in London, Ontario Canada, Alongside her twin 
brother, two older brothers preceded her. Not wanting to be left out, Heather was always 
alongside her siblings playing and competing in any type of sport or game. From a young 
age, her desire to be able to compete along with her talented brothers ignited Heather's 
passion to be the best. Heather's first passions for sport were exhibited in competitive dance 
and soccer. Beginning at age 5, she danced competitively in Waterdown, Ontario for 8 years, and 
owes her coordination, balance and stability to the fundamental movements leamed in dance. 
Alongside dance, soccer became Heather's first passion. She played club soccer for Flamborough 
and later Burlington, Ontario, As she became more successful in soccer, Heather gave up 
dance to focus on soccer. In 2000, at age 13, Heather was first introduced to club volleyball and 
immediately fell in love. She played club volleyball for the Waterdown Raiders and Toronto Royals. 
In high school Heather's love for sport was extended and she played everything she had the time 
for, including basketball, volleyball, flag-football, badminton, track and field, and soccer. Outside of 
school Heather continued to play club soccer and volleyball for four years and considered pursuing 
both at the post-secondary level, however she decided on volleyball and the University of Toronto, 


t the University of Toronto Heather studied Linguistics and English Literature. In 

varsity volleyball she was under the tutelage of I<ristine Drakich, one of Canada’s most 

acclaimed CIS women's volleyball coaches. Heather played for the Varsity Blues for five 

years, While there she helped lead her team to an OUA Championships in 2010, five 
OUA Final-Four appearances, and a CIS Championship appearance. During her CIS indoor career, 
Heather was a five-time OUA All-Star, a two-time CIS All-Canadian, and in her final year led the 
country in points, kills, and aces, was QUA Player of the year and a nominee for the CIS women’s 
volleyball Player of the Year and the University of Toronto Athlete of the Year. 


twas during her off-seasons at university that Heather began her beach volleyball career. 

Under the suggestion of Kristine Drakich, she began training for beach volleyball in the 

summer of 2006. At age 18, and in her first year on the beach, Heather placed 2nd at the 20 

& Under National Championships. The following year Heather won her first Beach National 
Championships in the 21 & Under age division. She also earned the right to represent Canada at 
her first international beach volleyball event, the Junior World Championships in Modena, Italy 
where she finished 19th. In 2008, while still in university, Heather was selected to the Senior 
National Beach Volleyball team. For the following two years she spent her summers training on 
the beach representing Canada internationally, and winters indoors with her university team. After 
graduating from the University of Toronto in 2010, Heather decided to pursue beach volleyball 
full-time and started competing on the Senior FIVB World Tour with her partner Liz Maloney. In 
their first few seasons together, Heather and Liz climbed the World Rankings to as high as 18, 
and achieved multiple top 10 finishes. In 2011 Heather represented Canada at the Pan-American 
Games in Guadalajara, Mexico where she finished Sth. In 2012 Heather earned Canada a berth to 
the London Olympic Games, but narrowly missed out, by one game, on qualifying after losing in 
the Canadian trials. 


fter failing to qualify for the 2012 London Olympic Games, Heather knew more than ever 
that she wanted to represent Canada at the 2016 Olympics in Rio de Janeiro. More than 
that, she realized she wanted to be on the podium in Rio. In order to make this goal a 
reality, Heather knew she needed to make a change. As Canada’s most experienced 
active women’s beach volleyball player, Heather jumped at the opportunity to team up with 
Sarah Pavan, Canada’s most successful and talented women’s indoor volleyball player, and 
one of the world’s top volleyball athletes. In only their first season together Heather and Sarah 
made incredible strides. Heather achieved a personal best finish with Sarah of Sth place in the 
FIVB Longbeach Grand Slam, and missed out on their first semi-final appearance by four points. 
Their ability to be so successful in such a short period of time speaks volumes to Heather and 
Sarah’s potential of four years preparation for the 2016 Olympic Games in Rio. Heather knows 
that together with Sarah they have the drive, mental toughness, and physical talent to make the 
Olympic journey a successful one, 


arah was born on August 16, 1986, in I<itchener, 
Ontario, Canada. From a very young age, she loved 
to compete and participate in all types of sports, 
and some of her first athletic memories involve 
playing tennis against her elementary school wall (she was 
always Monica Seles, and the wall was Steffi Graf), or trying 
to mimic her parents’ techniques as they played in their 
Senior A volleyball leagues. Sarah could not get enough 
of sports, and spent her summers signed up for every 
sports camp offered to kids her age until she was finally 
‘old enough to play on a real team. At first, Sarah started 
playing soccer, which progressed to playing rep soccer 
for I<itchener for 7 years. She also played club basketball 
and volleyball, and while she loved playing all three sports, 
volleyball eventually won out in the end, when Sarah 
made my first Junior National Team at 14. All of a sudden, 
volleyball went from being a September-April hobby to a 
year-round passion. 


arah continued to play all sports at school, but 

volleyball became her focus. While playing 

for Forest Heights Collegiate, where they 

won 3 consecutive OFSAA ‘AAAA’ Provincial 
Championships, and the Waterloo Tigers Volleyball Club 
{where they won another 9 Provincial Championships 
and a National Title), she played for the Canadian Junior 
and Youth National Teams. Then, at 16, Sarah became 
the youngest woman ever to be selected to the Senior 
National Team. She was fortunate enough to travel and 
compete with the team at the 2002 Grand Prix in Italy, and 
participate in the 2004 Olympic qualifying process. They 
missed out on an Olympic berth by one spot. Even though 
she was disappointed, Sarah knew that she was still young, 
and would have another opportunity to pursue her Olympic 
dream. She continued in the National Team programs until 
18, when she left Canada to pursue a university education at 
the University of Nebraska. 


t Nebraska, Sarah majored in Biochemistry, and 
split time between studying and representing the 
Cornhuskers on the NCAA volleyball scene. She 
will always look back on her four years in Lincoln 

with the fondest of memories. While there, the Comhuskers 

won 4 Big XII Championships, and took home the NCAA 

National Championship trophy in 2006, which is still one of 

her most satisfying athletic achievements. Sarah graduated 


from the University of Nebraska in 2008 with a perfect 
40 GPA, and during her time there, she was able to collect 
many meaningful honours, including the Top VIII Award in 
2008, the Honda-Broderick Cup for the top NCAA female 
student-athlete in all sports in 2007, three First Team 
Academic All-American honours, two ESPN Academic 
All-American of the Year honours for all sports, and AVCA 
Player of the Year in 2006, among others. 


fter graduation, Sarah knew that she wasn't ready 

to stop playing volleyball, so she decided to forgo 

graduate school for a while in order to pursue a 

professional volleyball career. After not playing 
for Canada for 4 years while she was in school, she was 
‘excited to rejoin the National team during the summer 
months, and for the rest of the year pursued a professional 
volleyball career. From 2008-2010 Sarah played in the Al 
Italian League in Conegliano, Italy. She followed that up 
with a year in Seoul, Korea, and headed back to Italy in 2011 
to play in a small town near Milan called Villa Cortese. For 
the past two years, Sarah has been living in Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil. In the 2012-2013 season, her team, Unilever Vole, 
won the Brazilian Superliga title, and proceeded to take a 
silver medal in the Club World Championships. 


eedless to say, Sarah's experiences as an indoor 

volleyballl player have provided her with countless 

precious memories and experiences. She has 

been able to play with the best players and 
coaches in the world, at the highest level attainable in the 
sport, and is so grateful for that. However, after failing to 
qualify for the 2012 Olympics with Canada, Sarah started 
to feel litte her time to achieve her biggest dream of all was 
running out. So, in early 2013, she decided that she needed 
to try something different. Sarah thought that her road to 
the Olympics may not be through indoor volleyball, but 
through beach volleyball, and knew that if she didn’t give 
the sport a try, she would regret it for the rest of her life. 
Luckily for Sarah, Heather Bansley decided to take a risk, 
and take her on as her partner. They made their FIVB World 
Tour debut in the summer of 2013. For their first season 
together, and Sarah’ first season ever, they did amazingly 
well, and are looking to continue to climb the ranks in the 
coming season. Sarah and Heather know that the Olympic 
dream in a reality for them, and they are going to do. 
whatever it takes to make that happen. 


Sarah and Heather have been featured on 
North American television on NBC, CBC, 
TSN. They have also been on Russian, 
Brazilian and Asian television to name a few. 


Representing team Canada since 2004, 
Sarah and Heather believe they will be able 
to bring Canadian Volleyball to the world 
stage throughout their journey to 

the 2016 Olympics.
